“And therefore let them fign or not fign the 
Treaty, it is the fame thing; we may and 


we ought to carve out for our felves, fucha 


Peace as may be lafting dnd effeétual ; 
and there is no doubt of our Ability. I 
fhall therefore go on with what I was to 
fay about our treating for the Caufe of the 
Proteftant Religion, and fhall go on with 
this afterward. . 

I have been long infifling on Articles 
and Conditions, on which we ought 
or ought not to conclude a Peace with 
the French. The Debates about Naples 
and Sicily, the Spanifhb Monarchy, and the 
Preliminaries of a Treaty with France, 
have been much canvafs'd and handed about 
from one to.another, but not one Word of 
our Religious Intereft is mig¢-d with our Po- 


~~ jitick Interefts all this whffe——— All our 


‘Eyes are upon the Interefts of Nations, 
the Balance of Power, and the Safety of our 
Liberties; but as for chat Trifle call’d Re- 
ligion, I fee hitherto little or no Concern 
about ite-———— Iam an ill Advocate for 
facted-Caufés} bug this Liberty I muft take. 
to tell you, Gentlemen, from your Maker, 
that he appears very little oblig’d to you, 
that you always cake Care of your own 
Interefts, and cake Care to negleét the In- 
terefts of the Churchof GOD, ‘even to the 
Jaft Degree. 

In the Treaty of Ryfwick, an unhappy 

‘ticle not only left the Proteftant Intcreft 

general negleéted, but lefr Religion in 
1ome Places worfe than it found ir, seither 
could it be ever retriev’d. Wears now n.- 
gotiating the Civil Peace of Exropes but 
pray, Geotlemen, why muft oz Religious 
Ceucerns be left our ? Tf we are ahie to des 
mand what we pleafe of France,and tv oblige 
him to comply, chat Aryument cures very 
warmly upon us, if we leave out the Pro- 
teflane Incerelt, when it is plais, Provi- 
dence puts ic upon us, as ic were to fee, 
whether we will few any Concern for it or 
Ng. 

In order to come the clofer to this Point, 
fhatl I lead you into a little View of the 
Siate of the Proteftanc Religion ia thofe 
Latrs of Europe now concern’d in the War, 
and lay opea the Wounds of the Proteftane 
Churches to you? ——Perhaps it may move 


us in our Attempts to help it where 
can.

land and Holland, even while thele Powers 
have been the Support and Reftorer of the 
Empire, has not been able.to procure them 
Peace and Liberty; how wi'l it be likely to 
do it, when the Imperial Court {hall have 
full Leifure to bend all its Force againft 
them ¢ ¥ allow, and I have often {poken it 
with Concern, That the Ambition and pri- 
vateViews of PrinceRugotski have led them 
beyond their firft DeSgn, and blinded by 
Succefs, they have carry’d on the War too 
far; had they capitulated only for Liberty 
and Religion, there.was a Time, when the 
Circamftances of the Empire were fuch, 
that by our Mediation more might have 
been done, than the Impcrialifts would ever 
hearken to fince. But nothing would con- 
tent Prince Ragotski, but the the yielding up 
the Principaticy of 7ranfilvania to him in @ 
perfe& Sovereignty; a Demand, that let 
it be joft or unjuft, had certainly no Relae 
tion to the Proteftant Religion and Liber- 
ties of Hungaria, the Thing for which the 
Proteftants took Arms, and which alone 
could juftifie their doing fo 

Well whatever the Lofs ta the Proteftast 
Intereft in Zurope fhall be, I fee no Help 
we can yield to thefe poor People; ourPeace. 
will be their Ruin, our. Efablifhment theic 
Deftru€ion; and fuch is-the Power of Po= 
licick [nterefis in the World, that it cane. 
nat be avoided, I fee no Room to help it— 
Ard thofe Gentlemen, that have formerly 
rudely treated this Paper, and iss Author, 
for faying,- that we, could not affift che, 
Hungarian Proteftants, would do well im 
this Juaéture to tell us, what. Place they, 
can have in the Peace, and who ean treat 
forthem: I know, no Body but the King 
of France or the Grand Turk can aét:f 
them--—- Asto the firf, it's plain, He mu 


abandon . 


Hungaria is a great Way out of our

~ felf, how then thould he treat for them; nor

does he fhew any Inclination toit, or Con- 
cern forthem ; as for the great Turk, he is 
not concern’d with us at this time; and can 
fay nothing to-the Matter— The King of 
Sweden indeed HAD ONCE an Oppor- 
tunity to have put an Oar into this Boat, 
and perhaps might have row'd her a Shoar 
with fome Safety, but thofe Days are over— 
When he comes back out of Mufcovy, and 
has weather’d the other Storms, that [ 
believe are railing in the World againft 
him, and which, I am perfwaded, will 
drive him to feck a Harbonr, he MAY 
THEN be able to fay more for them, than: 
he CAN NOW, tho’ even then I have no 
great Faith in his WtUingnefs—— But at 
prefent I fhall leave him to his PIPER, 
who has, I doubt, led him {uch a Dance, as 
he may come back from without Mufick s 
of which hercafter. 

Next let us view the Proteftant Intereft 
iti Germany. In Silefz, the Lutherans are 
indeed reftor’d by the Swede—— But 
take it with you as you go, they are reftor’d 
to nothing, but what was theirown by the 
Treaty of Weftpbalia, of which the Crown 
of Swedes was Guarrantee 5 and therefore 
it was an AG of Juftice, ratherthan an A& 
of Zeal for Religion, which concern’d the 
Swede in their reftoring 5 and you fee, that 
notall theAwe the Swede then had over the 
Bmperor,no nor the Interceffion of theKing 
of Pruffie, the QUEEN of BRITAIN, and 
the States of Holland, have been able to 
obtain one Church for the Calvinifts in all 
that Coontry. : 

From hence let us cote to the Rbimes and 
there the great and flourifhing Country of 
the Palatinate groans under the Oppreffion 
of Popifh Perfecution, and we fee the poor 
Johabditants flying hither for the Liberty of 
Relizion, ‘defiring to be tranfported to our 
American Wilderne{s, of any where, to have 
Room to ferve GOD in Peace 
And the Proteftant Religion ‘feems to ap- 
proach to-an utter. Extirpation on that fide, 
tho’ under the Government of a confider- 
able Branch of the Grand Alliances 


What may be the Fate of Saxony, w 
prefent Prince hasembrac'd the Resan Kez 
ligion, we yetknownot. There is indeed 
great Hopes from the Goodnefs of Tem 
and Love to his People, for which K. Au- 
uftus is juftly valu’d, tho’ his abandoning 
his Profeffion has given us other Prejudices 
againft bim ; however it has certainly been 
a great Blow to the Proteftant Intereft in 
Germany, of which the Eleétoral Houle of 
Saxony has all along been vigorous De- 
tenders. 

In Poland, we have feen the Proteftant 
Religion almoft utterly extinguith’d in the 
laft Age, aud the Jittle chat remain’d wholly 
funk and devour’d in Error and Socinian 
Herefie. oa 

Thus Poland isfoft, Aungary lofing, the 
Palatinate loft, and pica out & Dav: 
ger of being loft to the Proteftant Intereit. 
And what have we gain’d ? Where in the 
World hai this eemingly zealousA ge gaia’d 
one Foot of Ground for the Proteftant Re- 
ligion, that our Fathers had not ? —-e—_— 

0, Gentlemen, the Proteftant Religion 
has gone backwards, but not forwards un- 
der your Hands, and you find it much 
weaker, than when your Fathers left it you. 
Is it not Time then to concern your {elves 
for the reftoring the Proteftane Intereft, 
and having fuch an Opportunity put into 
your Hands, asit is evident you now have ? 
With what Face fhall we look up to him, 
whofe Intereft and Kingdom it is, when he 
fhall fay, J was fick and in Prifom and ye 
vifited me nots I was defolate, and ye, planted 
me not ; banifh'd, and ye reftor’d me vor. 

When that great Champion of the Pro- 
teftant Religion, Guftavus Adolpbuz, the 
Famous King of Sweden, left the tld, 
and feal'd the Liberty and Religion of Ger- 
many with bis Blood, which were his laft 
Words at the Battle of Lutzen, wh¢re he 
was kill’d, Whata happy Pofture was the 
Proteftant Religion in————- Two Thirds of 
Germany publickly profefs’d its the Heres 
ditary Counties of the Emperor, fuch as 
Bobemis, Aufiria, and Silefie were full of 
them, the Palatinate was enticely Prote- 
ftant, and Saxony a zealous Fighter for the 
Caufe— The Treaty of -Munfter eftablih’d 
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them all, and freed them from the Power 


of the Emperor. France profe(s’d ro have —

“four Millions of Proteftants in their King- 
dom, ‘and Hungaria had a‘King of their 
own bred up among them, and who pre- 
ferv’d their Religious as well as Civil 
Rights. : 

But where are we going now ? 
‘And of what a low Price is the Pcoteftant 
Religion to us, when it finds no Help in 
‘our War to defend it, no Room in our 
Peace to fecure it ? ihe 

J do not {peak this entirely defvairing, 
that our Confederates fh:'! wholly give up 
the Article of Religion in the apprvaching 
Treaty, but to excite and move them to it; 
I know, it is a difficult Point to bring our 
feveral Confederates to joyn in, and we 

-can hardly expe&, that thofe Powers, who 
perfecute and endeavour to extirpate the 

Proteftant. Religion in their own Domini- 
‘ons, fhould concern themfelves to reftore 
itin another Princes Dominions. ButIam 
of the Opinion, that France is now brought 
to fuch a Pitch, and reduc’d fo low, that 
tho’ our Popifh Confederates fhould de- 
cline the War, the Proteftant Peinces alone 
are able to pufh him to the Neceflity of 
reftoring his Proteftant Subje&s 
He vields to Power, and_muft yield what. 
ever you feek; you may carve for your 
felyes—And fill my firft Queftion revolves 
upon you, Why foould we nor carve for our 
felves 2?- 

And if you do carve for your felves——~ 
Will you venture to carve out Security and 
Peace, but leave out Religion? Have a 
Cre left GOD difappoint you all, and 


take away your Peace from youf Religion, - 


or your Religion from your Peace; either 
‘of which would bea Nae ae. adapted to 
the'putting you in Mind, how you have 
made Peace wirhout Regard to the Intereft 
of your diftrefs’d Brethren, when their Eyes 
were towards you, and their Hands ftretch: 
ed out in vain for your Affiftance. 

I thall in my next examine the Probabi- 
lities before you of obtaining a Reftora- 
tion of the Church of France, and what it 
may be proper to demand of the Kiag of 
France upon that Subjeét.
